Then, if 
he is u n h a p p y with the re- 
sults, he blames the dealer 
who sold it to him. Such a 
move leads Sugarman to say, 
"You get what you pay for."

Because of volume, a dealer- 


can offer specials on products 
by cutting his total profits on 
an item during a sale and still 
not lose money.

It hurts me a little but not 
more than I can stand. But the fact that you can't talk to 
me about your feelings for Jim doesn't mean you can't talk 
to anyone about them.

You haven't had a father around to 
take your trouble to, so the idei of talking to a kind father- 
like man you can truly trust may not have occurred to you 
Yet talking to such a man may be exactly what you want 
more than anything else in the world right now . . ."

is always the enemy of love." And so it is. It's the special 
enemy of women whose sexual pride, wounded by divorce 
has re-rallied itself in the form of pride in motherhood.

ANSWER: Have you encouraged Al to express different 


feelings from yours? If you have, you can now safely declare 
different feelings from his. 


However, if you have not done this, you'll have to go right 


on holding your tongues. 
If, for example, you've shown 


rage, shock or hurt when he's declared his dislike of your 
relatives, your views of justice, the bedtimes and other rules 
you've set for him, he's inevitably acquired the notion that 
entertaining different feelings from yours is dangerous. So 
believing, he can only be terrified by your open statement of 
dislike for a girl he thinks he loves. In order to put an 
end to his terror of feeling a feeling you don't share, he 
may rush out and do some impulsive thing like immediately 
marrying her. 


But if you have allowed him to entertain feelings different 


from yours, you can safely say, "Gosh, we don't like this girl 
of yours one bit." Your refusal to share his liking for her 
will disappoint him but he'll be able to manage it fine. 
Trained to sustain lonely, unsupported feeling, he'll be able to 
take your dislike of this girl in his stride. Indeed, he may 
even begin to wonder why you do. 


That's our reward for taking the "experts'" advice and 


encouraging children to declare their different feelings from 
ours. 


The trouble is, the "experts" never say so. They're so 


mixed up with children that they never say, "Listen, parents, 
there is a fine, healthy self-interest for you in allowing chil- 
dren to openly say, 'I don't like what you like. I don't like my 
bedtime. I don't like the way you don't listen to me. I don't 
like Aunt Sue.' " 


Because it is only by your allowing your younger children 


to tell you what they don't like that you earn your right to 
later tell them what you dislike—and express your different 
feelings with safety.

Community 
Antennas in 
FCC Hands

WASHINGTON (AP) - How 


will the new ruling on communi- 
ty antenna television affect pro- 
grams in the two million Ameri- 
can homes equipped wilh the 
service? 


Not at all, says Chariman E. 


William Henry 
<>f the Federal 


Communications Commission. 


"There's no change," Henry 


said in an interview. "The only 
thing it's going lo do is perhaps 
force the local broadcaster lo be 
more on his toes mid put. on the 
kind of program that will ensure 
his place in the market." 


Actually, Henry said, "we've 


been putting some conditions on 
CATV for almost two years now 
wilh no problems." He predict- 
ed 
that, federal control over 


CATV would not affect the aver- 
age monthly cost of the service, 
now about $4.50. 


CATV systems work this way: 


Huge antennas are put up near 
communities in poor television 
reception areas. They pull down 
the signals of distant stations 
and feed them — sometimes by 
microwave relays—over a cable 
and into the homes of subscrib- 
ers. In metropolitan areas, the 
systems provide clearer pic- 
tures and more channel selec- 
tion. 


The FCC took over control of 


the 1,BOO CATV systems Tues- 
day. 
At 
the same 
time it 


dropped its 15-day rule aimed at 
protecting PX'C-iicensed televi- 
sion stations. The rule prevent- 
ed CATV systems from dupli- 
cating 
locally broadcast 
pro- 


grams for 15 days before and 
after their broadcast. 


"What the commission did,"

said, 


"doesn't really change 
ahfc. 


thing. It extends FtJ jurisdic- 
tion to all CATV systems, bui it 
did so under rules which by and 
large will have almost a mini' 
mal effect.

"I doubt if the average View"- 


ers will notice it very mudi." 
' Henry described Tuesday's 
moves as the "best of both 
worlds. We put into effect the 
same rules we've had fof years, 
except that we'v ereduced the 
level of protection to local TV 
stations." 


While easing controls on one 


hand, the FCC also clamped 
down on the introduction of 
CATV systems in big cities. It 
required all systems seeking to 
serve the top 100 television 
markets to first obtain its ap- 
proval. 


Henry's administrative assist- 


ant, 
John F. Cushman, ex- 


plained that the major consid- 
eration behind that move was" to 
promote the possibiliy of a 
fourth nationwide television net- 
work that would broadcast on 
ultra high frequency — UHF — 
channels. 


Henry, however, offered an- 


other reason for the big city re- 
strictions. "We said we were 
going to lake a look al the way 
CATV grew in the top mark- 
ets," he said, "because w'eve 
been told il might become a 
market, for pay TV."
